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VII.      CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

A.         Project  Feasibility 
1.  Engineering 


• 


The  proposed  San  Francisco  Marina  improvements  are  feasible  from  an 
engineering  perspective.  Construction  of  all  improvements  can  be 
accomplished  as  proposed.  The  Project  Elements  are  identified  in  Section  HI 
and  further  described  in  Section  IV.  Primary  construction  concerns  relate  to: 

Constrained  site  access  along  the  San  Francisco  waterfront;  and 
Need  to  minimize  disruption  of  Marina  operations  during  construction. 

1 

The  total  construction  cost  of  the  improvements  is  estimated  to  be  $  1 4. 5 
million  in  1997  dollars,  including  engineering,  administration,  and 
contingencies.  When  allowance  is  made  for  escalation  to  the  time  of 
construction,  the  total  project  budget  is  estimated  to  be  $16.5  million.  The  total ' 
number  of  berths  in  the  Marina  will  be  about  the  same  (620  vs  612)  as  the 
existing  number  of  berths,  with  a  slight  change  to  the  distribution  of  boat 
sizes.  The  existing  berths  in  the  outer  basin  of  West  Harbor  will  not  be 
replaced  at  this  time.  The  existing  and  proposed  berth  size  distribution  are 
presented  in  Table  \TI- 1 . 


2.         Financial 


The  proposed  San  Francisco  Marina  improvements  are  feasible  from  a 
financial  perspective.  The  preferred  source  of  fiinding  for  the  Project  is  three 
low  interest  loans  from  the  California  Department  of  Boating  and  Waterways 
as  indicated  in  Table  VI-2  (page  28).  Additional  funding  is  available  from 
Marina  reserves  in  the  amount  of  $2  million.  Future  maintenance  costs  are 
expected  to  decrease  with  new  construction  and  completion  of  dredging. 

Total  income  is  projected  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  operating  expenses  and  debt 
service  from  the  Project.  Slip  rental  rate  increase  of  30%  is  required,  but  is 
considered  reasonable  given  market  rents  for  comparable  marina  facilities  in 
San  Francisco  and  the  substantial  benefits  which  will  accrue  to  tiie  Marina's 
tenants.

Implementation  Program 

The  implementation  plan  for  the  San  Francisco  Marina  improvement  project  is  based 
on  the  three  -  phase  program.  The  various  tasks  are  described  below. 
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•  Loan  Application:  The  ^plication  for  DBAW  funds  is  due  in  June  1997.  The 
funding  process  takes  about  1  year  to  complete.  Funding  for  each  phase  of  the 
project  will  be  released  in  tiie  fiscal  year  that  work  is  to  be  performed. 

•  Environmental  Certification:  Environmental  certification  for  the  West  Harbor 
improvements  was  completed  in  May  1997.  Environmental  certification  for  the 
East  Harbor  improvements  is  to  be  completed  by  November  2000. 

•  Final  Design:  The  final  design  and  preparation  of  contract  documents  is 
estimated  to  take  8-10  months.  The  documents  will  be  prepared  to  allow  for    . 
the  award  of  construction  work  in  two  phases.  Design  of  the  West  Harbor 
Improvements  must  be  completed  in  time  to  allow  advertising  and  award  prior 
to  the  scheduled  start  of  Phase  n  construction. 

•  Contract  Award:  The  advertisement  and  award  of  a  construction  contract  is 
estimated  to  take  3  months. 

•  Construction:  West  Harbor  construction  is  expected  to  take  about  1 5  months, 
and  East  Harbor  construction  is  expected  to  take  about  12  months. 

Permit  Application 

•  The  ^plication  for  project  permits  should  begin  once  the  environmental 
certification  is  complete.  Permit  work  must  be  coordinated  with  the  design 
process  to  be  certain  that  final  design  conforms  to  the  conditions  of  the  permits. 
The  permit  process  for  each  phase  of  construction  is  estimated  to  take  9 
months.  Permits  for  the  project  will  be  required  from  the  following  agencies: 

■  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 

■  Bay  Cons2rvation  and  Development  Commission  (BCDC) 

■  San  Francisco  Bay  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board 

■  California  State  Lands  Commission 

■  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

•  Prior  to  the  submittal  of  the  permit  application  to  these  agencies  for  the  East 
Harbor,  an  environmental  certification  is  required.  The  project  also  needs  a 
Master  Plan  Referral  for  consistency  with  the  City's  Master  Plan.

Randall  Museum  Outdoor  Plan 


On  March  14, 2000,  two  meetings  were  held  at  the  Randall  Museum  to  review  the  Randall  Museum's 
outdoor  plan  and  options  that  will  reduce  the  impact  on  the  trees  located  at  the  site.  Approximately 
sixty-four  people  were  in  attendance. 

As  presented  in  the  meeting,  the  option  identified  as  Altemative  B  limits  the  number  of  trees  impacted 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Museum  to  four,  retaining  five  that  had  been  identified  for  removal  in  the 
original  plan.  After  further  review,  the  Department  not  only  endorses  the  concept  of  Plan  B  but  will 
also  retain  even  those  trees  identified  for  removal  by  constmcting  tree  wells  around  them. 

In  addition  to  improvements  on  the  south  side  of  the  Museum,  a  revision  to  the  west  partying  lot  area 
was  also  presented  which  saves  three  pine  trees.  That  revised  option,  as  supported  at  the 
community  meeting,  will  also  be  implemented  as  part  of  the  outdoor  plan. 

With  the  prospect  of  additional  funding  being  made  available  through  the  Pari<  Bond  program,  the 
forthcoming  wori<  will  also  incorporate  the  proposed  deck  on  the  east  side  of  the  Museum.  The  deck 
will  be  constructed  within  the  footprint  of  the  cun-ent  east  side  parking  lot  area  and  will  not  call  for  the 
removal  of  any  trees. 

The  Recreation  and  Pari<  Department  staff  has  worked  for  many  years  with  the  community  to  design

Where  is  the  new  clubhouse  located? 

The  clubhouse  is  located  at  the  comer  of  Leland  Avenue  and  Cora  Street,  and  adjacent  to  the  existing 
playground,  which  will  be  renovated  this  summer.  New  ornamental  gates  and  perimeter  fencing 
surround  the  new  outdoor  recreational  and  landscaped  spaces  adjacent  to  the  clubhouse.

Parcel  4  is  located  at  the  northeast  intersection  of  Balboa  Street  and  the  Great  Highway.  The 
City  &  County  of  San  Francisco  has  used  this  site  in  the  past  for  construction  staging  during 
the  Richmond  Transport  Project,  and  now  intends  to  develop  the  area  for  passive  recreational 
use.

In  consultation  with  the  Golden  Gate  National  Parks  Service,  the  National  Parks  Association, 
and  the  State  Coastal  Conservancy,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  refined  the 
conceptual  plan  so  that  it  includes  sand  dune  habitat  restoration  along  with  public  access.  The 
goal  of  the  final  plan  is  to  convey  a  more  naturalistic  transition  between  the  nearby  beach  area 
and  the  adjoining  hillside,  while  still  maintaining  the  intent  of  the  earlier  conceptual  plan. 

The  important  elements  of  the  proposed  improvements  are  as  follows: 

•  Maintain  a  naturalistic  appearance  to  be  contiguous  with  Sutro  Heights  Park  to  the  North; 

•  Use  of  native  plant  species  for  low  maintenance; 

•  Construction  of  a  meandering  raised  boardwalk  through  the  site; 

•  Existing  perimeter  sidewalks  and  cable  fencing  to  remain. 

We  anticipate  construction  for  the  above  project  to  be  completed  by  November  2001,  and  for 
the  native  planting  to  begin  soon  thereafter.  If  you  should  have  any  questions  or  comments 
regarding  the  project,  please  contact  the  following  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
representative:

In  November  1998,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  acquired  a  new  park  site  in  the  Mission 
District  at  23^**  Street  and  Treat  Avenue.  In  February  2000,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
approved  the  latest  conceptual  plan  that  was  developed  through  multiple  community  workshops 
in  coordination  with  PODER  (People  Organizing  to  Demand  Environmental  and  Economic 
Rights),  a  community-based  environmental  justice  organization. 

The  conceptual  plan  includes  two  (2)  play  areas,  lavm  area,  a  gazebo,  community  garden, 
clubhouse,  lighting,  pathway  and  landscaping.  The  entire  park  site  would  be  fenced  and  gated. 
The  open  spaces  of  the  park  site  will  also  be  elevated  by  2-feet  of  new  soil  to  remediate  the 
existing  contaminated  soils. 

The  plans  and  specifications  are  being  finalized  for  competitive  bidding.  It  is  anticipated  that 
construction  may  begin  as  early  as  February  2002.  Another  public  notice  update  will  be  mailed 
out  at  that  time  to  inform  the  community  of  the  construction  schedule. 

Since  1998  to  promote  the  community's  engagement  with  the  new  park,  PODER  conducted  a 
two-phase,  community-based,  park-naming  process.  Since  the  park  is  primarily  designed  for 
children,  initial  outreach  for  naming  suggestions  was  conducted  with  local  schools,  including 
Cesar  Chavez  and  Bryant  Elementary  Schools.  Student  presentations  were  made  to  several 
classrooms  at  both  elementary  schools  to  encourage  voting  on  a  list  of  potential  names.  Students 
and  community  volunteers  also  solicited  input  fi"om  immediate  neighbors  located  up  to  four  blocks 
fi*om  the  park.  Consequently,  the  proposed  name  for  the  new  park  at  23^'*/Treat  Avenue  is 
Parque  Ninos  Unidos,  which  translates  to  "Children  United  Park." 

The  proposed  name  commemorates  the  community's  perseverance  to  address  environmental 
issues  and  its  on-going  efforts  to  develop  a  much-needed  new  park  in  the  family-oriented  Mission 
District  for  the  children  of  the  Mission  District  with  the  children  of  the  Mission  District. 

The  naming  proposal  will  be  presented  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  in  January  2002. 
Your  support  would  be  instrumental  to  the  Commission's  adoption  of  the  naming  proposal.

In  March  of  1999,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  approved  a  renovation  plan 
for  the  play  area  generated  through  public  meetings.  The  Commission  also 
approved  a  route  for  wheelchair  access  (required  by  federal  law)  to  the  play  area 
from  Fulton  and  Scott  Streets.  However  on  further  study,  the  corner  of  Fulton  and 
Scott  Streets  would  require  a  new  ramp  through  the  historic  retaining  wall  due  to  the 
steep  grade  and  to  avoid  removal  of  a  large  cypress  tree,  and  the  removal  of  poplar 
trees  on  the  east  side  of  the  park. 

An  altemative  wheelchair  path-of-travel  to  the  play  area  would  begin  at  the  comer  of 
Hayes  and  Steiner  Streets  and  follow  a  similar  alignment  with  the  path  along  Steiner 
Street.  The  existing  path  would  shift  a  maximum  of  22'  to  the  east  to  ensure  a 
maximum  path  slope  of  5%,  the  maximum  slope  allowed  without  handrails.  The 
travel  distance  from  Hayes  and  Steiner  Streets  to  the  play  area  would  be  shorter  than 
Fulton  and  Scott  Streets.  This  proposed  layout  would  maintain  the  overall 
symmetrical  pathway  layout  at  Alamo  Square.  Attached  is  a  plan  depicting  the 
pathway  proposal. 

The  alternate  wheelchair  path-of-travel  will  be  presented  for  approval  to  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  in  April.

In  January  2002,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  made  a  recommendation  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  and  expend  a  gift  of  construction  documents,  valued  at 
$48,000,  from  the  Friends  of  Recreation  and  Parks  to  improve  the  Tioga  Lot.  In 
conformance  with  the  Commission's  action  to  recommend  the  gift,  the  Friends  of 
Recreation  and  Parks,  in  consultation  with  the  Visitacion  Valley  Greenway  Project, 
contracted  with  Olexo  Landscape  +  Architecture  to  develop  a  conceptual  plan  for  the 
Tioga  Lot  to  be  based  on  community  input. 

A  community  meeting  was  held  on  February  23,  2002,  to  present  site  layout  and 
programming  proposals  for  the  Tioga  Lot.  The  scheme  preferred  by  the  participants 
include  a  meandering  pedestrian  route  that  provides  wheelchair  access  throughout  the 
site,  opportunities  for  small  natural  history  class  gatherings  by  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
framing  of  views,  plant  communities  that  support  birds  and  butterflies  and  are  compatible 
with  the  site's  microclimates  and  topography.  Stone  walls  would  be  constructed 
throughout  the  site  to  mitigate  the  site's  steep  topography. 

Implementation  of  the  proposed  conceptual  plan  is  anticipated  to  cost  $1.25  million. 
Currently,  no  City  fimds  have  been  dedicated  for  this  project.  However  with  an  approved 
conceptual  plan  and  completed  construction  documents,  the  Tioga  Lot  project  should 
attract  fimding  from  potential  outside  sources,  particularly  state  bond  fimds. 

This  proposed  conceptual  plan  shall  be  presented  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
in  June  2002  for  adoption.

Goal  and  Scope  of  Work 

Over  the  post  several  years,  the  water  quality  of  North  Lake  has  deteriorated,  making  it 
difficult  for  wildlife  to  inhabit  the  lake.  And  as  many  of  you  know,  the  lake  has  been  leaking 
large  volumes  of  water  every  day  and  the  shoreline  has  eroded  in  several  locations. 

Therefore,  in  order  to  improve  the  water  quality  of  the  lake  for  wildlife,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  has  hired  a  contractor  to  remove  the  built-up  sediment  and  ultimately 
increase  the  water  depth  by  several  feet.  In  addition,  the  project  will  address  the  integrity  of 
the  lake  bottom  and  will  stabilize  the  shoreline,  ultimately  preventing  further  erosion. 

Completed  Preporotion  Work 

In  order  to  begin  the  contract,  the  Department  needed  to  accomplish  three  preparation  tasks. 
First,  in  collaboration  with  the  community,  the  Department  removed  32  trees  from  the  area. 
There  will  be  no  additional  tree  removals  related  to  this  project.  Second,  some  invasive  tule 
vegetation  was  removed  around  Middle  Lake  so  that  the  open  water  habitat  for  waterfowl 
could  be  expanded.  Lastly,  new  plants/landscaping  was  introduced  around  Middle  Lake  to 
increase  habitat  for  existing  land  animals  and  nesting  waterfowl  that  will  be  displaced  during 
the  North  Lake  construction  project.  All  of  these  items  hove  been  completed. 

Fencing 

Temporary  construction  fencing  has  been  erected  to  secure  the  construction  site  and  to 
protect  the  public  from  construction  hazards  during  the  project.  This  fence  will  remain  in 
place  during  the  entire  construction  period.  Once  the  work  has  been  completed,  the  fence  will 
be  relocated  on  the  lakeside  of  the  pedestrian  pathways.    The  fencing  will  be  left  in  place  until 
the  pla.nt  mctsrici  is  established.   Note:  The  current  constructior.  fence  will  Le  realianeQ 
creating  a  pathway  along  Chain  of  Lakes  Drive  West  so  that  the  public  can  circulate  between 
Fulton  Avenue  and  JFK  Drive.

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  would  like  to  update  you  on  the  current  status  of 
the  Waller  Street  closure  project  in  Golden  Gate  Park.    Back  on  January  30,  2003,  the 
Department  held  an  informational  presentation  of  the  proposed  closure  project,  at 
which  time  we  discussed  the  project  scope  of  work,  schedule  and  budget.  The  scope 
of  work  at  that  time  included  closing  the  street  to  through  traffic,  connecting  the  multi- 
use  pathway  along  Kezar  Drive,  narrowing  the  width  of  the  street  on  the  eastern  end  of 
Waller  and  installing  landscaped  islands  on  both  ends  of  the  closed  street. 

At  that  meeting,  the  Department  also  identified  that  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
project's  funding  was  scheduled  to  come  from  a  state  grant.    In  light  of  the  current 
fiscal  difficulties  that  both  the  state  and  City  are  facing  this  year,  the  Department  was 
unable  to  secure  the  necessary  funding  required  to  complete  the  entire  project  at  this 
time.
